At  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  Calgary 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  January  25th, 
the  Foundation's  Chairman,  Hugh  Craig, 
presented  a  cheque  for  $10,000  to  the 
Chamber's  General  Manager,  Bill 
Kaufmann,  towards  the  cost  of  reroofing 
the  Chamber's  headquarters,  formerly 
the  Oddfellows  Temple,  517  Centre  Street 
South. 

Built  in  1912,  the  building  was  consid- 
ered one  of  Calgary's  first  "skyscrapers." 
The  Chamber  bought  the  building  in  May 
1978,  and  began  restorations  immedi- 
ately. It  was  officially  opened  as  the 
Chamber's  new  home  by  Calgary's  then 
Mayor  Ross  Alger,  in  July,  1979. 

In  1982,  the  Chamber  received  the 
City  of  Calgary's  permission  to  sell  the 
rights  to  the  air  space  above  the  building. 
In  doing  so,  the  Chamber  made  a  com- 
mitment to  the  city  to  preserve  the  build- 
ing. It  was  one  of  the  first  times  air  rights 
were  sold  in  Calgary. 

The  Oddfellows  Temple,  designed  by 
David  Mcllroy,  is  a  Designated  Provin- 
cial Resource.

Heritage  Conservation  in  Edmonton 
once  again  took  a  step  forward  at  the 
Council  meeting  of  January  17,  1989, 
where  Council  approved  the  purchase  of 
the  W.W.  Arcade  Hardware  Store.  This 
pre-1914  building  is  recommended  for 
designation  as  a  Municipal  Historic 
Resource  mainly  due  to  its  urban  con- 
text, since  it  is  a  key  component  in  the 
Jasper  East  Block. 


The  Jasper  East  Block,  situated  on  the 
north  side  of  Jasper  Avenue  between 
96th  and  97th  Streets,  represents 
Edmonton's  first  downtown.  It  comprises 
such  historic  buildings  as  the  first  brick 
building  and  the  oldest  hotel  still  in  use 
called  The  Hub,  the  W.W.  Arcade 
(Goodridge  Block),  the  Brighton  Block, 
the  Lodge  Hotel  and  the  Gibson  Block 
(Flatiron  Building). 

The  retention  of  the  W.W.  Arcade  will 
help  fulfill  in  part,  the  Edmonton  Down- 
town Development  Corporation's  (EDDC ) 
mandate  of  keeping  the  historic  building 
facades  on  Jasper  Avenue  and  blend  these 
facades  into  the  Olde  Towne  Market 
development. 

The  Market  development  is  proposed 
to  be  a  mixed  use  complex  combining  a 
farmers'  market,  hotel  and  special  retail 
facilities.  This  development  will  help 
revitalize  Edmonton's  Old  Towne  area. 


New  Policy  For  Designation  And  Rehabilitation 
Of  Municipal  Historic  Resources 


On  October  25,  1988,  the  Edmonton 
City  Council  approved  the  Policy  to  en- 
courage the  Designation  and  Rehabilita- 
tion of  Municipal  Historic  Resources.  The 
Policy  provides  compensation  to  owners 
for  the  designation  of  their  buildings  as 
Municipal  Historic  Resources  under 
Section  22  of  the  Historical  Resources 
Act  of  Alberta. 

The  Policy  provides  for  the  saving  of 
Municipal  Resources  and  is  an  incentive 
for  their  rehabilitation. 

Compensation  includes  a  tax  rebate, 
payments  equal  to  the  value  of  the  amount 
of  taxes  on  the  designated  historic  build-

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ing  and  other  incentives  deemed  appro- 
priate by  Council. 

Community  support  for  the  Policy  was 
in  a  large  part  responsible  for  its  final 
adoption  by  Council. 

While  City  Council  approved  the 
Heritage  Policy,  it  was  decided  other 
levels  of  government  will  be  approached 
to  help  with  the  appropriate  financing.  A 
funding  strategy  will  be  presented  to  the 
Provincial  Government  this  Spring.

The  Lacombe 
Globe  Restoration 

When  Allan  (Butch)  Treleaven,  pub- 
lisher of  the  Lacombe  Globe,  heard  about 
the  Alberta  Main  Street  Programme,  he 
felt  it  was  the  right  initiative  for  a  town 
with  significant  collections  of  Edwardian 
commercial  architecture. 

It  didn't  take  long  for  Butch  to  con- 
vince Councillor  Judy  Gordon  and  Lynne 
Kanngiesser  of  the  Business  Revitaliza- 
tion  Zone,  to  approach  Town  Council  to 
approve  the  application.  Council  agreed 
and  unanimously  approved  the  applica- 
tion and  Lacombe  was  approved  for  the 
Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation's  programme  in  July,  1987. 

Pat  Buchik,  formerly  Alberta  Culture 
and  Multiculturalism  Field  Officer  in  Fort 
Macleod,  the  province's  first  Historic 
Area,  was  hired  to  act  as  project  co- 
ordinator. 

That  fall  Pat  learned  Butch  wanted  to 
restore  the  Lacombe  Globe  to  its  original 
appearance.  Butch,  a  member  of  the 
province's  Historic  Sites  Board,  started 
the  Globe  in  1968  and  has  directed  its 
development  as  an  important  regional 
weekly  since  he  purchased  the  paper  in 
the  1970's. 

Butch  told  Pat  the  original  facade  was 
destroyed  when  a  car  crashed  through  it 
in  the  1950's.  Searching  archival  photo- 
graphs, Pat  and  David  Murray  discov- 
ered that  the  original  facade  had  been  all 
brick  but  that  the  brick  of  the  upper 
portion  had  been  later  removed  exposing 
wood  sheathing. 

Butch,  Pat  and  David  and  the  Main 
Street  Advisory  Board,  decided  a  full 
restoration  to  1915  was  the  desired  op- 
tion. Work  proceeded  in  the  fall  of  1988. 
Interior  renovations  are  now  underway 
and  Butch  is  developing  a  new  logo  and 
typeface  for  use  on  the  newspaper's 
header  and  on  signage  for  the  restored 
building.

The  Athabasca  Oil  Sands  were  noted 
by  such  explorers  as  Alexander  Macken- 
zie who  described  them  as  "bituminous 
fountains"  but  it  wasn't  until  the  arrival 
of  Robert  Fitzsimmons  in  1922  that  the 
Oil  Sands  were  seriously  considered  as  a 
resource. 

In  1927  Robert  Fitzsimmons  estab- 
lished the  International  Bitumen  Com- 
pany in  a  location  where  the  oil  sand  is 
very  close  to  the  surface  and  therefore 
easily  mined.  This  development  came  to 
be  known  as  Bitumount.  For  a  reported 
outlay  of  $50  he  purchased  parts  for  a 
small  extraction  plant  and  started  pro- 
duction. 

Over  the  next  15  years  Robert  Fitzsim- 
mons would  spend  thousands  of  inves- 
tors' dollars  only  to  close  the  plant  in 
1942  because  of  lack  of  funding.  Ironi- 
cally after  Fitzsimmons'  demise,  the 
provincial  government  took  an  interest 
in  Bitumount  and  operated  a  test  facility 
at  the  site  for  many  years. 


Bitumount  is  of  particular  importance 
because  of  its  contribution  to  extraction 
techniques  still  used  today  at  the  Suncor 
and  Syncrude  plants. 

Because  the  Bitumount  site  has  been 
designated  a  Provincial  Historic  Site,  a 
stabilization  project  has  been  completed 
to  lay  the  foundation  for  future  restora- 
tion. Visitors  are  guided  through  several 
buildings  such  as  the  original  pilot  plant, 
laboratory  and  Robert  Fitzsimmons' 
cabin.  Artifacts,  including  equipment 
used  in  the  mining  process,  are  also  on 
view  for  the  visitor. 

The  Fort  McMurray  Oil  Sands  Inter- 
pretive Centre  enjoyed  much  success  with 
tours  of  this  site  during  1988.  This  year 
the  Centre  will  begin  tours  May  15.  For 
information  regarding  dates  and  times, 
contact  The  Fort  McMurray  Oil  Sands 
Interpretive  Centre  at  (403)  743-7167.

The  Bank  of  Commerce  Residence,  Nanton,  well  known  as  one  of  the 
earliest  and  finest  residences  in  the  area,  was  built  in  1909  for  C.F.A.  Gregory, 
manager  of  the  local  Bank  of  Commerce.  The  house  was  purchased  by  the 
Bank  in  19 1 1  when  Mr.  Gregory  was  transferred  to  Winnipeg  and  it  served  as 
manager's  residence  until  the  mid-1970's. 

The  residence  is  an  example  of  the  bungalow  style,  popular  between  1900- 
1920's  throughout  the  urban  communities  of  Alberta.  Its  stately  elegance 
befitted  a  man  of  significance  who  managed  the  town's  only  financial  institu- 
tion and  whose  attitudes  and  decisions  affected  in  a  major  way  the  economic 
development  of  the  town  and  its  surrounding  farms  and  ranches. 

Located  on  a  corner  of  the  "old"  section  of  Nanton,  the  house,  except  for  the 
mature  trees  and  shrubbery  that  surround  it,  appears  the  same  as  it  did  when 
constructed.  Both  its  interior  and  exterior  are  unique  in  design.  Built  on  a 
foundation  of  local  fieldstone,  the  house  boasts  a  large  front  veranda  and 
imposing  pillars  which  support  the  second  story.  Its  interior  is  known  for  its 
rich  woodwork  and  the  grand  fireplace  in  the  living  room. 

Since  the  house  was  purchased  and  restoration  begun,  it  has  been  the 
subject  of  great  interest  in  the  Nanton  area.  Local  old  timers  remember  the 
house  under  construction,  its  quilting  bees  in  the  living  room  and  the  square 
dances  upstairs.

Its  well,  which  is  still  functioning,  provided  a  source  of  water  to  neighbor- 
ing houses  before  the  installation  of  town  water. 

After  the  interior  of  the  house  had  been  renovated  and  restored  to  ensure 
its  continuing  function  as  a  family  residence  as  well  as  respecting  its 
historical  aspects,  an  invitation  was  placed  in  the  local  newspaper  inviting 
the  community  residents  to  an  open  house. 

The  exterior  is  still  undergoing  restoration  with  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  providing  a  grant  towards  the  structural  upgrading  of 
the  roof  system.  Eventually  the  yard  will  be  re-landscaped. 

The  restoration  of  the  residence  has  sparked  great  interest  among  several 
landowners  in  the  area  who  have  indicated  a  desire  to  preserve  and  seek 
designation  for  early  buildings  on  their  own  land,  and  have  sought  advice  on 
initiating  the  process. 

The  Bank  of  Commerce  Residence  was  designated  a  Registered  Historic 
Resource  in  1987.

The  historic  Gushul  photography 
studio  in  Blairmore  will  soon  be  the  site 
used  by  the  University  of  Lethbridge's 
new  Artist-in-Residence  Programme,  set 
up  to  bring  artists  to  the  Crowsnest  Pass 
area. 

The  studio,  a  familiar  landmark  in 
Blairmore  since  WWl,  was  operated  by 
the  photographer  Thomas  Gushul  and 
his  wife,  for  some  40  years.  The  building 
is  now  owned  by  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  and  was  desig- 
nated an  historic  site  in  1986. 

The  University  of  Lethbridge  will 
make  the  large,  fully  renovated  studio 
available  to  artists  who  will  be  invited  to 
take  residencies  of  two  or  three  months. 
Plans  also  include  developing  the  cottage 
situated  beside  the  studio,  for  a  writer- 
in-residence. 

An  artist  couple,  Jeffrey  Spalding, 
Director  of  the  University's  Art  Gallery, 
and  Marianne  Gerlinger,  will  be  the  first 
artists-in-residence  this  year.  Five  art- 
ists are  expected  to  be  appointed  per  year 
to  residencies.

The  Coleman  Journal  building  and 
equipment,  owned  and  operated  by 
Mildred  and  Thomas  Holstead  until  1970, 
was  signed  over  recently  to  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation  by  Mrs. 
Holstead. 

Mr.  Holstead  came  to  the  Journal  as  a 
printer  in  192 1  after  working  on  newspa- 
pers in  Fort  Macleod  and  Lethbridge.  In 
1951,  he  became  sole  owner. 

The  Foundation  will  hold  the  building 
in  trust  until  the  ecomuseum  is  able  to 
operate  and  maintain  it.  Ecomuseum 
chairman,  Al  Perrault,  hopes  the  build- 
ing will  be  ready  for  visitors  this  sum- 
mer. 

Hank  Liphuysen,  an  experienced 
printer  from  Coleman,  has  been  hired  to 
get  the  two  old  printing  presses  in  work- 
ing order.  After  sitting  idle  for  18  years 
the  presses  are  in  good  shape,  according 
to  Mr.  Liphuysen.  The  larger  press,  which 
dates  about  1900,  will  be  used  to  produce 
historical  front  pages  for  visitors.

The  George  Pegg 
Botanic  Garden  Society 

The  George  Pegg  Botanic  Garden 
Society  was  recently  established  to  pre- 
serve and  develop  the  George  Pegg  Gar- 
den, 80  kilometres  west  of  Edmonton, 
northwest  of  Highway  16  on  Highway  43, 
1.5  kilometres  north  of  Glenevis  (approxi- 
mately 1  hour's  drive  from  Edmonton) 

The  George  Pegg  Botanic  Garden  is 
Alberta's  first  historic  garden  to  be  pre- 
served and  developed  as  an  Historic  Site. 
It  is  a  garden  of  unusual  trees,  shrubs 
and  flowering  plants,  both  native  and 
exotic  which  were  planted  by  the  late 
George  Pegg  over  the  last  50  years. 

George  Pegg  was  a  little-known,  self- 
taught  taxonomist  who  collected  and 
identified^  hundreds  of  Alberta's  wild 
plants.  His  work  contributed  significantly 
to  the  knowledge  of  plants  in  Canada.
